Baxki.su Capital.—W o adverted, a few 
days ago, lo thu ji ipiilar error vv liich confounds 
promissory paper u ilh solid capital, and lo the 
danger o| an uver issue of the former. We 
now resume the subject, convinced that it is an 
imjiort.iitl one, and deserving ul particular at¬ 
tention at Ihe present moment. 

Sujqiose that tha solid capital of a country 
amounts tu a hundred millions, and its circula¬ 
ting medium, being a metallic currency, to 
twenty millions, toen il promissory paper he 
issued lo thu amount nl sixty millions, .the 
nominal cajiilal will lie increased fitly per cent. 
Rot will the real capital lie increased in like 
proportion? Ry no means. The consequence 
ul (his addition tu the circulating medium is, 
tiiat almost every thing except labor soon rises 
in price; so that though Ihe landlord gets an 
advanced rent, this is nearly or quite counter¬ 
balanced by Iho additional Cost of provisions, 
clothing, ami other necessaries; uml ul length, 
from Iho increased expense ot house-keeping, 
Hie wages of labor are also raised; so (hat in 
tho issue, the relative situation ol the different 
classes ol thu community is restored nearly to 
its former stulo. Unless, howetur, foreign 
countries have also increased their circulating 
medium, n icnclion must sjicedly ensue, lor 
their jirtces continuing the same, they are able 
In undersell one ill which every thing has ad¬ 
vanced fifty per cent. 

Let this slutuuient be npplird to our own 
country.—Ranking cup Id has been augment¬ 
ed here prodigiously within the ji.isl lew ye.n's, 
during which time runts and pronsfons have 
advanced so much, that mechanics almost ev¬ 
ery whoro are combining lo raise wages to u 
corresponding level. Rut tho countries nt 
Eunqio having jiroceeded more cautiously, 
gram i* now so much cheujier there, that it

We havo not yet alluded lo the effect of nil 
increased nominal cupilal in promoting specu¬ 
lation. Tin*, it must he evident, isoneofils 
natural results; hut when the reaction is fully 
accomplished, probably ball ot tho speculators 
will bo ruined. In their lull they will involve 
others, till “confusion worse confounded” 
spreads dismay over the land. Wo sincerely 
wish that our forebodings may prove to be on¬ 
ly imagumry; but us our error, should it prove 
such, is uu the side of prudence, it limy be ex¬ 
cused ut • time when shining hubbies ure 
viewed us globes filled with gold gems, nnd 
precious stouos.
